But, 
by American stand- 


ards. Australia is game poor. 


The reason for this is more 


easily understood when you 
fly over the heart of the con- 
tinent. For hours, your 707 
slips through the atmosphere 
and there is nothing beneath 
you but the barren outback, 
hundreds of miles of desert 
and scrub. Mineral deposits, 
white, green, lavender, blotch 
the landscape. There are no 
roads, no towns, no rivers. 
Alice Springs, an outpost in 
the wilderness, slides under 
the wing and its roofs and 
streets seem an anomaly. 


So. despite 
the 
fact 
that 


Australia is roughly the size 
of the United States, much of 
the land is inhospitable. The 
nation's 12 million inhabitants 
—and most of its game—col- 
lect on the coastal rim. 


Not that good hunting can- 


not be found. Duck hunting, 
for instance, is very good in 
New South 
Wales," Victoria, 


and Queensland. (Tasmania is 
omitted because it's another 
world and a special case—like 
New Zealand.) 


But even duck hunting is 


quite different from that of 
the United States. Australian 
waterfowl art' migratory only 
in that they follow regular fly- 
ways within the continent—in 
many cases, within the states. 


There are some species of 


waterfowl that would be fa- 
miliar to an American shooter, 
notably black duck, shoveller, 
teal. There are others that 
probably would seem totally 
alien: freckled duck, magpie 
goose and a "wood duck" 
that bears iittie resemblance 
to our beautiful bird of the 
same name. 


The list of legal game would 


seem strange, indeed, to an 
American hunter. It includes 
kangaroos, wallabies, spotted 
marsupial tiger cats, a goat 
that looks like the friendly 
neighborhood billy, crocodiles, 
water buffalo, eagles and bit- 
terns. 


There also are familiar spe- 


cies, such as deer, foxes, wild 
pigs, pheasants, pigeons and 
crows. 


But.

may seem 
small or 


strange, the American sports- 
man would do well to con- 
sider the land Down Under. 
The land is beautiful and the 
people friendly.

Arterial Street Bond 
Issue Should Benefit 
All Streets in End 


(Li.st of three articles) 
O o you live on a street that won't be improved 
^^ right away—why should you vote YES in next 
^"^ Tuesday's bond election? 


The combined total of the three issues —and how- 


ever you vote it is important that you vote the sume 
•vay on all three —is $765,000, nowhere near enough 
to Improve all of Hope's streets af once. So we are 
proposing to start with an arterial or trunk-line sys- 
tem only. Hope will be crossed north-south and east- 
west with heavy-duty pavement, curbs and gutters. Is 
there anything in the future for the citizen living on a 
residential street untouched bv this starting program? 


It would seem reasonable today that there is. Once 


a state government starts building highways there is 
no end to construction. Arkansas began its highway 
program with trunk roads. Then it joined up all the 
county seats with pavement. And now it is building 
farrn-to-market roads—the equivalent of residential 
streets in a city program. 


But tho Important thing is you do have to make a 


start. Without a start there's no percentage In your 
favor, whether city wide or residential local. 


That's the issue next Tuesday: Do we start — or 


don't we? 


Here arc some factors for the citizen whose local 


street h omitted from the Initial program, to think 
about: 


1. Although the street on which he lives Isn't 


presently included in the construction program he 
will be using the new arterial streets for most of 
his journey back and forth from downtown. Further- 
more, heavy traffic now scattered over the city will 
tend to concentrate on the arterial system, relieving 
wear and tear on residential streets. 


2. Construction of the arterial system will save the 


City maintenance costs on the trunk streets for many 
years, and this saving can be applied to more work on 
loral streets than Is affordable today. 


The arterial street system on which you will be 


voting n«x( Tuesday not only won't interfere with the 
present neighborhood street program but should help 
it. Under the neighborhood program any property 
owner pulling up 75 cents per front foot may have his 
street blacktopped. Or, if he Is willing to pay $1.50 
per front foot for curb and giifter the City will black- 
top his street.

"What kind of paving will go down on the arterial 


system? Will it bo the type now being applied with 
thf City's sl'jrry machine on residential streets?" 


Offiuml we told our questioner it is usually the

The streets of tho arterial system will bo 3G feel 


wide, with a heavy stabilized base, a 2-Inch asphalt 
suiface, and curbs and gutters, in addition, the bunds 
will |«y one of the major costs of tho entire pro- 
Ice! — rearranging sewer and water lines, and pro- 
viding storm S'.'wc'rs, which all of you know are vital

Russia Trying 
to Perfect 
Space Bomb

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 


military strategists fear the So- 
viets' orbital bomb- If Indeed 
they're on the verge of perfect- 
Ing one— might some day litn^. 
them into 8 sneak nuclear at- 
tack. 


But de/ense officials generally 


discounted the significance of 
such a space weapon despite tho 
fact that U could pack a war- 
head with the equivalent of up 
to three million tons ofTNT, 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. McNamara said Friday the 
Soviets are apparently testing 
such a weapon. He left open the 
possibility that the intelligence 
reports were wrong and that the 
tests are actually of a nonmili- 
tary nature. 


The United States considered 


developing such a weapon a few 
years ago but dropped the pro- 
ject, seeing little value in it, 
McNamara told a news confer- 
ence. 


"I am not concerned," he 


said. "It does not change the nu- 
clear balance of power." 


McNamara said the orbU-il

tional next year, would be de- 
signed to descend suddenly upon 
American targets. 


But he maintained that a new 


U.S. "over-the-horizon" radar 
could detect it as quickly as 
Russian rockets can be detect- 
ed, that anlimfssiles could shoot 
it down and that it probably is 
very Inaccurate. 


The defense chief malntaied 


an orbital 
weapon could not 


mount a satisfactory attack on 
U.S. silo-protected missiles, the 
force designed to discourage an 
assault in the first place. 


But, he acknowledged: "Per- 


haps the Soviets might feel it 
could provide a surprise nuclear 
strike against 
United States'

number of times I will use It? 
Will I use it in many different 
ways? Does the size suit 
my 


family? Do r have storage space 
for It? Is tho utensil of a stand- 
ard shape and size? Is the ma- 
terial suited to intended use? 


''Are there any sharp edges? 


Are there hard-to-clean crevices 
or other problems of care? Can 
the handle be gripped securely 
and comfortably? Is the utensil 
well balanced? Is the size and 
shape correct for my range?Can 
the pan to removed fnni) 
the 


oven comfortably?" 


The answers to these questions 


will be obvious to you upon exami- 
nation of the utensil being con- 
sidered for purchase. But there 
are other questions that don't 
have obvious answers, a-id any 
cook wants to know why those 
biscuits turned brown on the bot» 
:om before they browned on top, 
or how do you retain vitamins 
and minerals so essentail to good 
health by using the right kind of 
cooking utensil, or if a teflon 
pan has turned dark, can it Iw 
lightened? 


\\'e all make mistakes, but a 


cook is quick to try to correct 
them because they literally leave 
a "bad tasta In the mouth" in 
most cases. Through trial 
ind 


error, lesions are learned about 
food purchases, but it's more ex- 
pensive to team about cooking 
utensils in that way, 


As a result, the opportunity to 


find out mure about the purchase 
and care uf pots and pans should 
appeal to iinyone who, even oc- 
casionally, fries a piece ofbacou

U.S. Marine Division into a 
holding action along the DM2, 
pounding forward Leatherneck 
outposts daily wlfh m.n'Ura and 
artillery. 


Almost as many U.S. infantry 


men will be committed to Loc 
Ninh if the battle continues 
much longer. Already, five U,S. 
battalions are deployed in the 
area. 


U.S. intelligence officers find 


prisoners and documents cap- 
tured so far give conflicting as- 
sessments of the enemy aims.
